history. Later they seem to have 
been used also by the Levites and 
even by the people, also comets,

psalm. 
Theye were used principally at the 
proclamation and 
coronation of 
kings. 
It is thought that these psalms 
were w ritten later than the time 
of David, but we have not suffi­ 
cient 
data 
for determining just 
when they were written. 
They 
were used, for the most part, in 
the choral singing in the temple. 
Many people in the world today 
are fearful of what is 
to come.

appendicitis and pointed out that 
what the surgeons had been find­ 
ing inside the appendices were not 
grape seeds but tiny intestinal 
stones. So grape-eating was re­ 
sumed in the more civilized and 
only proper method of swallowing 
the grape entire. 
A Beautiful Theory 
This ancient theory has now 
raised its head again under a new 
name — appendiclausis. It means, 
so we are told, a pain or spasm, 
simulating acute appendicitis, but 
caused not by appendicitis but by 
an obstruction to the appendix. 
The muscular layer of the appen­ 
dix attempts to overcome this ob­ 
struction and causes the cramp­ 
ing. The only trouble with this 
beautiful theory, which is cer­ 
tainly destined to be a great boon 
to amateur surgeons, is that the 
appendix has practically no mus­ 
cles at all. True the textbooks 
show a muscular layer in the wall 
of the appendix, but this inclusion 
is due more to haste and habit 
than to real study. Maxinow, in 
his text-book on histology, says, 
“The muscular ring of the appen­ 
dix is poorly developed.” Appendi­ 
clausis, in our opinion, is rather 
like the conception of chronic ap­ 
pendicitis—there’s money in it for 
surgeons, but only trouble for 
everybody else. 
•

In our discussion of the advisa­ 
bility of extracting dead teeth in 
the column recently, we took the 
conservative point of view that 
such teeth should be removed only 
when there is definite proof that 


they arc causing trouble — that 
they harbor actual infection. We 
are glad this week to see an arti­ 
cle by Dr. Louis I. Grossman, of 
Philadelphia, which supports this 
point of view. Referring to pulp- 
less teeth, Dr. Grossman says that 
the danger of the pulpless tooth 
as a source of infection can no 
longer be held valid. “Fifteen or 
twenty years ago,” he writes, “in 
the heyday of the theory of focal 
infection, physicians were order­ 
ing patients to have their teeth 
removed for almost every kind 
of obscure complaint.” Pulpless 
teeth were almost routinely re­ 
moved. A pulpless tooth is not a 
dead tooth. It still has vital rela­ 
tionships with surrounding tis­ 
sues. Clinical evidence shows that 
many people with pulpless teeth 
have no apparent systemic in­ 
volvement.”

I like two definitions I saw in 
an article in a medical magazine 
lately. “Depression divides the 
personality: cheerfulness unites 
it.” And—“Manic patients think 
of conquest, the depressed think of 
inquest.” That seems to me to 
sum up the object of modern psy­ 
chotherapy and also, incidentally, 
it explains the war. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
M. E. M.:—“I would like to 
know what the blood pressure of 
a woman 39 years old should be. I 
suffer with severe headaches and 
wondered if it could be coming 
from high blood pressure.” 
Answer—Blood pressure is sys­ 
tolic, which means when the heart 
is in contraction, and diastolic 
when the heart is relaxed. So 
there is a variation in blood pres­ 
sure seventy-two times a minute. 
Normally at 39-years of age the 
systolic should be from 110 to 140, 
and the diastolic 60 to 90. These 
variations occur in different per­ 
fectly normal individuals. High 
blood pressure undoubtedly causes 
a quite characteristic form of 
headache.
